Asa member of the PC Card fami- 
ly, CardBus PC Cards adopt the well-established PC Card 
form. This design provides for a compact, rugged card 
that can be inserted completely within its host computer 
without any external cabling (except where required to 
attach the card to an external resource, such asaLAN ora 
telephone network). 


Since CardBus performance attains the same high level as 
the host platform's internal (PCI) system bus, it isan ideal 
way to add 100Mbps LAN, SCSI II, video conferencing 
and other high-performance capabilities to the notebook 
form factor. 


There are currently only two operating systems support-

ited to the 16 bit PCM CIA standard.
